2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 23-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Irie et 
al (Japanese patent pub. 8-154589, pages 4-5) as set forth in paragraph no. 3, Paper 
No.121404. 

4. Claims 23-27 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jean (French patent 2,748,902, page 2 and claim 1) as set forth in paragraph no. 4, 
Paper No. 121404. 

5. Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jean as 
set forth in paragraph no. 5, Paper No. 121404. 

6. Claims 32-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Irie et al in view of Forkner as set forth in paragraph no. 6, Paper No. 12140. 

7. Claims 32-36, 39 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jean in view of Forkner as set forth in paragraph no. 7, Paper No. 
121404. 
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8. Applicant's arguments filed October 28, 2006 and the accompanying 1.131 
declaration have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The declaration is 
insufficient to antedate the primary references since it fails to include a statement that 
the conception and completion of the claimed invention, as described in said 
declaration, occurred in the U.S. or in a NAFTA or WTO member country, as required 
by MPEP 715.07(c). 

9. If a complete and accurate 131 declaration is submitted, claims 23-40 would be 
allowable.
